I thought it was going to be a 
typical weather convention, 
Hundreds of men and women 

m around the country had 

mbled in Raleigh, N.C. to 

hear about the latest advance- 
ments in the world of weather. 

Seminars on tornadoes, win: 
ter storms and new forecasting 
techniques were scheduled for 
the three-day meeting. It was a 
time to learn, renew old 
acquaintances and ‘share one's 
passion for the weather, 

I thought it was going to be a 
typical. weather convention 
until I saw the policeman. 
‘What was a cop doing at a 
weather The. answer 
was surprising: he was there to 
teach us about the weather, 

Rodney Jackson was attend- 
~ ing the'convention to remind 

us'that there are 28 million 

hearing-impaired people in the 


United States. "People who lit- 
erally become frantic when the 
weather tarns sevére,” Mr. 
Jackson told me. "These people 
have almost no way of knowing 
about tornadoes or severe 
thunderstorms unless they are 
glued to the TV." 

There are specially modified 
radios that can alert deaf peo- 


«ple to weather emergencies by 


turning their house lights on 
and off, Other devices can 
wake the hearing-impaired by 
„vibrating an attachment under 
“their pillows. 

“But that's not enough," 
insists Mr. Jackson. "We need 


-a system to let deaf people 


know about dangerous weath- 


„er when they are outside their 


homes.” 

So Mr. Jackson invented one. 
Mr. Jackson, who's a police~ 
mah in Cincinnati, Ohio joined 
togethér with 200 police offi- 
cers to form the International 
Police Relations Council for 
the Deaf. The group has one 
goal:“provide the hearing- 
impaired with better weather 
wamings. 

Mr. Jackson's group came up 
with a weather warning kit 
designed to alert the deaf to 
severe weather when they are 
out of their homes. "Each kit 
comes with a yellow flag," Mr. 
Jackson said. "On the flag is 


‘tains w. 


the sign language symbol for. 
the word warn. It 16òks like! 
one hand slapping en on top 
of another.” 

Mr. Jackson's kit also con- 
ng cards for all 
sorts of nasty weather includ- 
ing tornadoes, severe thunder- 
storms and flash floods. The 
cards can be mounted on the 
wall and are printed in both, 
English and sign language. 
Mr. Jackson came up with 
the warning kit idea just over 
two years ago. The kits are 
currently being used at mili- 
tary bases, libraries, fire and 
police stations, municipal 
buildings along with some 
restaurants, 

Mr. Jackson is working on 
another version of the system 
for use in police cars and other 


` vehicles. This mobile warning 


idea uses a slightly smaller 
warning flag than is placed on 
the outside of the vehicle, 

"If every community adopted 
our idea," Mr. Jackson said, 
"The hearing-impaired would 
have another way of knowing 
that severe weather was on it's 
way." It's a simple system that 
can mean so much. 

I thought it was going to be a 
typical weather convention.

South Bay officials received disturbing 
news recently when they received infor- 
mation from state.officials regarding the 
privately-run correctional facility which 
is to be constructed in the city. State offi- 
cials announced the facility is not 
required to pay property taxes. 

The announcement simply states local 
governments in Palm Beach County will 
not benefit from the $900,000 in taxes 
that could have possibly been assessed on 
the facility's property. 

With the construction and the comple- 
tion of the correctional facilty, and evèn-

tual placement of inmates at the ficility, 
South Bay officials had anticipated 
receiving $300,000 in taxes a year which 
could have allowed for more police offi- 
cers, fire department personnel and 
equipment, and many other services 
which.could have been provided by the 
city. 

Because of the state officials decision, 
South Bay Mayor Clarence Anthony said, 
“The stress and strain on the services of 
the community will be there." He went on 
to say the city will be drained by the 
facility. 

However, Ear] Black, legal counsel to 
the Correctional Privatization Commis- 


sion, said he doesn't think anyone on the 
commission wanted to take any monies 
away from the city. 

Wackenhut Corrections, the operator of 
the 1,318 bed, medium-security prison, 
said even though the city will not receive 
tax monies they had anticipated from the 
facility, the city will indeed gain from eco- 
nomic growth of the construction of the 
facility and the facility's workforce. 

With the closure of documents on 
Wackenhut's contract, officials agree con- 
struction on the facility will begin in a 
few weeks, The $32 million project could 
be completed within 14 months after con- 
struction begins. _

Alligator harvest applications available 


Preparations are once 
again under way for 
Florida’s annual alligator 
harvest, and anyone who 
would like to take part can 
pick up an application 
beginning May 1. 

Applications will be avail- 
able at all Florida Game 
and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission regional offices. 
Howéver, anyone aho 
applied`for a permit last 
year (even if he was not 
selected) will have a 1995 
application sent directly to 
his home automatically. 

Last year's applicants 
need not call the commis- 
sion unless their address 
has changed, or they have 
not received an application 
by the first week in-May. 

Complete applications are 
due by June 1 at the com- 
mission’s Gainesville office. 

“Hunters will be selected 
totally at random-through a 
comouterized drawing,” said 
Harry Dutton, a biologist 
with the commission’s 
Alligator Management 
Section. “That way everyone 
has an equal chance of 
being picked, even if they 
were selected last year or at 


any time in the past.” 

Mr. Dutton also said the 
drawing will determine 
where the trappers can 
hunt, and during which 
phase. The commission has 
selected 39 areas aroud the 
state for harvesting from 
Sept. 1-15, and again from 
Sept. 16-30. 

Hunters can rank their 
areas of preference on their 
applications. 

“We expect) to pick 
approximately 550 partici- 
pants this year,” Mr. Dutton 
said. “Depending on the 
results of our alligator sur- 
veys conducted in May, each 
trapper will be allowed to 
take four to six alligators.” 

Everyone who is chosen 
must purchase q non-trans- 
ferable trapping license by 
July 15 (if they fail to do so, 
their permit will be assis- 
gned to someone else). The 
cost is $250 for Florida resi- 
dent, $1,000 for non-resi- 
dents. There is' also a 
charge for.validating the 
hides of all alligators taken 
during the hunt. The fee is 
$15 for hides measuring 
less than 7'feet, and $30 for 
hides longer; th than 7 feet. It

is illegal to take alligators 
less than 4 feet long. 

Selected applicants also 
will be required to attend a 
three-hour training and ori- 
entation program to be held 
at, several locations 
throughout the state during 
July and August, 

“Anyone who wants to 
take part in the harvest 
needs to return his applica- 
tion as quickly as possible," 
said Mr, Dutton. “We will 
start selecting hunters after 
the application information 
is compiled in June and will 
notify people by June 30.” 

. Hunters with permits will 
be allowed ro have three 
trapping agents to assist “ 
them, Assistants must have 
a non-transferable trapping 
agent’s license, which costs 
$50. 

To be eligible for the 
hunt, applicants must be at 
least 18 years old. Anyone 
convicted of violating 
wildlife laws relating to 
alligator trapping during 
the past five years is ineli- 
gible, as are those who vio- 
lated laws relating to 
endangered crocodiles dur- 
ing the last 10 years.
